Lord Stanagate, Sceretary for 
Air und leader of the British

Bevin will open a_ two-day 
foreign affairs debate in Parli- 
ament tomorrow with his new 
suggestions for peacemaking.

Length Of Torture 

Witness said nc did not know 
how long It would take a man 
to die from water tarture. The 
longest period of time he had 
seen & man undergo the water 
torture way 20 to 30 minutes. 
That was in Manchuria, The 
man did not die and could have 
undergone further terture. 

Witness could net remember 
the names of those who desert-' 
ed or escaped when the terms of 
the Potadam Deelarntion — be- 
came known, * ‘Tire men who de- 
serted or escaped did not belong 
to his Unit. ‘These men had 
been guilty’ of doing illegal 
acts, The illegul dcings of these 
men were not Known to the 
Commanding OMccr; if he knew 
about the matter he would most 
certainly have punished them. 

People wero sometimes hand- 
cuffed when arrested. Ropes were 
not uscd to bind people.

Commandos order.” 

General Jodl, who just over: 
12, months ago signed Germany's 
act of ‘unconditional surrender 
at Rheims, told the court that 
Hitler let him know his political 
intentions “othy so far as it 
fits our military. work.” 

When he ‘reported to Hitler 
in September, 19438, | ‘that 
Fascism was dead in Italy and 
that party insignias were, fill-’ 
ing. the streets of Rome,,. Hitler. 
replied: '“Such nonsense. could’ 
only be reported, by an officer. 
and one can see that generals: 
do‘not understand anything’ of
